Alfo I detice,he will tell me, whether Cir- 
cumcifion, which Was the Fore-runing Seal 
of ‘GO D's Covenant before cur Lord’s.

fant had been out of the Church of 
GOD, thew confin'd ta the Children of the

It is true, the Church of Scotland hay 
made Orders againft private Baptifins, tho’ 
not fo ftri& as this Author pretends 3 for I 
could name him feveral private Bapeifns 
that Ihave feen in Scotland, but they do 
not approve them, neither does he, fo much.
